Large Romulus 
Complex Planned 


A Police MUlage of one and 
one-half mills, approved by the 
voters last year, increased the 
Township tax levy to $10.27 
per $ 1 ,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state 
equalized. 


ROMULUS - A large 
business, commercial and 
Motel Park Project with a 
reported estimated 
construction cost of S40 
million is being planned in 
Romulus Township. 


The proposed complex 
is slated to be built on 
property, located east of 
Vining road between Wick 
road and the 1-94 
Expressway. 


'The Romulus Township 
Planning Commission have 
scheduled a public hearing on a 
rezoning request filed by the 
owners of the 52-acre 
location - EUiott and David 
Schubiner of 10524 West 
McNichols road, Detroit. 


The property is presently 
zoned R-3 (multiple dwelling). 
The petition seeks a Highway 
Service zoning for the site. 

According to plans as 
presented, a six-story motel 
with 600 units and with a 
restaurant on top and with 
parking spaces for 650 cars is 
proposed. 

The dwelling units will be 
one and two bedroom 
apartments. Two office 
buildings for the area each four 
story structures with total 
floor areas of 72,000 and 
79,800 square feet is also 
prefered. 




The hearing is set for 8 p.m. 
on Feb. 4 at the Romulus 
Township Hall, Joseph Wallis, 
commission secretary, 
reported. 


There is also a Movie Theatre 
with from 1 ,300 to 1 ,400 seats 
and with parking for 2,050 cars 
planned for the area. 

If the planning commission 
approved the rezoning request 
then it will be referred to the 
Wayne County Planning 
Commission for its approval 
and then be resubmitted to the 
Township Board for final 
action, Wallis said. 


This tax levy also includes 
millage for debt retirement and 
Township government 
operation. 

The school millage due on 
the 1968 tax bills amounts to 
$27.78 per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation and a $7.15 
Wayne County tax levy for 
each $1,000 valuation, both 
state equalized. 

The county tax levy is up 2 
cents and the school tax levy is 
up $106 per $1,000 Wallis 
reported. 

Deadline for paying the 1968 
taxes without penalty is Feb. 
28, he said. The penalty is four 
and one-half per cent for the 
first 30 days a taxpayer is 
delinquent plus an additional 
one-half percent for each 30 
days or portion thereof after 
the first 30 days. 

Delinquent tax penalties are 
assessed by the county. 

The total tax payment for 
1968, Wallis said, is $45.20 for 
each $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state 
equalized.

4 new kind of litterbug is adding to our 
\ environmental problems. He is the fellow who 
ii throws away old cars along with his beer cans and 

chewing gum wrappers. . . , 

In these affluent days, people who are tired of their 
worn-out cars merely walk off and leave them on the 
street. According to a New York Times release 
Americans are abandoning cars on city streets in record 

numbers. . 

As one official commented, “They’re an eyesore and a 
health hazard." In New York City 30.000 vehicles were 
abandoned in 1968; 16.000 were abandoned in 1967 in 
Detroit and an estimated 20,000 cars are abandoned 
each year in Philadelphia. 

The cost of disposing of abandoned cars has become a 
burden to communities and taxpayers. 

When the price of junk is down, mountains of rusting 
autos pile up in junkyards. It has been proposed that the 
cars be dumped in certain areas such as Monterey Bay, 
California, to improve the fishing. Officials say the cost 
of such projects is excessive. Apparently, there is no 
limit to the capacity of the litterbug to despoil the 
countryside. 

Seedbed 

Of Disrespect 

A cynical disrespect for the law is shown at every 
level of society. We can see it in the Uttered 
campgrounds, in the riots in the cities and on the 
campuses, as well as in the lower standards of conduct 
found in some business and labor circles. 

It may weU be that disrespect for the law stems in part 
from the mechanics of its application. Certainly it didn’t 
help the statute of the law a few years ago when in the 
tragic aftermath of President Kennedy’s assassination, 
the Jack Ruby trial turned into a dragged out sideshow 
of legal shenanigans that was interrupted only by the 
death of Ruby himself. 

Time after time, the ritual of the legal ceremony 
appears to become an end in itself, as weU as a seedbed 
of disrespect. Hapless victims of the legal process have 
little to look forward to, win or iose, except financial 
and mental exhaustion.

A UNITED PRESS International news release recently 
noted that the trial of Sirhan B. Sirhan, accused 
murderer of Senator Robert F. Kennedy, was expected 
to be delayed. 

In this case, involving the assassination of a 
presidential candidate, the legalistic ritual is barely 
getting warmed up months after the crime was 
committed. . 

The accused is young and apparently not dying of 
cancer, so the prospects of a costly and exhausting legal 
sideshow are exceUent - irrespective of the impact on 
pubUc sensibiUties. It is just such spectacles, witnessed 
by laymen who do not fuUy appreciate the fine points of 
the law and the pecuUar ethics of some lawyers, that 
encourage disrespect for law itself. 


A modern mystic and 
Christian visionary, Mrs. 
Basil Surdu of East 
Detroit, has written a moving 
account of her religious 
experiences in a recently 
pubUshed book entitled “My 
Talk With the Lord”. 

Elena Surdu was bom in 
Romania apd at the age of 
eleven months lost her mother. 
By the time she was five the 
poignancy of her loss was so 
acute that the child, unsatisfied 
with her grandparents' 
explanation that God had 
taken her mother, actually 
shook her fist at her Creator 
and upbraided him for taking 
her mother. 

It was after this rebellion 
that Elena says she was visited 
by God. This was the first of 
several appearances by the 
Deity to the author as she grew 
older.

IN DISCUSSING some of 
these visions in her book, Elena 
describes a 1937 ecstacy when 
she saw Christ with His arms 
outstretched Horn one end of 
the world to the other and 
underneath him were various 
kinds of fighter and bomber 
aircraft which she was later to 
recognise in World War II. 

Untutored in English beyond 
a night school course, Elena 
wrote her books painstakingly 
by hand. She credits her 
pastor. Rev. Roanld Schmidt 
of Faith Lutheran Church in 
Detroit with aid in correcting 
punctuation and spelling, and a 
friend. Lorraine Toppe for 
typing the manuscript. 

But the words of the book 
are her own, couched in a 
dramatic in to biblical 

lexicon. There is a power in the 
words that reflects the strong 
faith and utter sincerity of the 
author.

T HE WORLD’S 
LARGEST JETLINER, 
the Boeing 747 Superjet, 
no longer is a dream. This week 
it became reality when the first 
prototype 747 lifted from the 
runway at Renton, Wash. The 
largest, most powerful jetliner 
ever conceived by man took to 
the air only 28 months after 
the production go-ahead was 
given. 

It is by far the largest 
airplane ever designed for 
commercial passenger service. 
The 747 is the first airplane to 
have a configuration to carry 
490 passengers. It boasts of a 
gross weight of 710,000 
pounds, the heaviest load ever 
to take to the air by its own 
power. This is equivalent of 
over 350 tons. 

The Boeing Superjet comes 
very close to covering a 
regulation football field with 
its 231-foot length. The wing 
span is just under 200-feet, 
almpst the distance from home 
plate to second base on a 
regular baseball diamond. The 
62-foot high tail assembly is as 
high as a six-story building. 

The 747 is powered by the 
most powerful turbine engines 
ever installed on an airplane; 
four Pratt & Whitney JT-9D 
turbofan engines. Each engine 
is capable of producing over 
41,000 pounds of thrust. This 
is over twice the power 
available on the largest 
commercial jet engines in use 
anywhere in the world today. 

With this tremendous 
abundance of power under its 
wings lies the key factor why 
the 747 can operate from any 
airfield in the world where

present international class jet 
air transports are operating 
from. 

The giant jetliner will cruise 
with ease at speeds of more 
than 625 miles per hour and 
operate at altitudes up to 
45,000 feet. Capable of a range 
of more than 6,000 miles, 
distance will be of small 
consequence^ 

The interior of the aircraft is 
about as familiar as walking 
into an average small theatre. 
Passengers will enjoy a theatre 
atmosphere with high 
comfortable seats. Passenger 
configuration can be flexed 
from 350 to 490 passengers, 
depending on the airline service 
required. Very roomy, the 
cabin is 20-feet wide, seven 
feet wider than any other 
airliner in use today. This extra 
width and roominess brings to 


the air traveler a level of 
comfort and spaciousness never 
before attempted in the history 
of airliner interior 
accommodations. 

The main landing gear of the 
747 alone is a master feat of 
engineering. There are 16 
wheels on the main landing 
gear, four units of four wheels. 
Each is supplemented with a 
two-wheel nose gear for even 
load distribution when on 
airport runways and on parking 
ramps. 

Basic design of the 747 was 
based on considerations of 
equal weight for both 
passenger and cargo operations. 
Earlier commercial jet 
transports were basically 
designed for passenger service 
and later modified for all-cargo

THE INCREASE of $4 in 
the portion of the hospital bill 
for which a Medicare 
beneficiary is responsible 
results from a provision in the 
law requiring an annual review 
of the deductible. The first 
such review, the law provided, 
was to be made in 1968. 

The law states that if this 
annual review shows that 
hospital costs have changed 
significantly, the hospital 
deductible must be adjusted 
for the following year, with 
any necessary adjustments 
made in $4 steps - to avoid 
small annual changes. 

When a Medicare beneficiary 
has a hospital stay of more 
than 60 days, he will pay $1 1 a 
day for the 61st through the 
90th day, up from the present 
$10 per day. 

If he has a post-hospital stay 
of over 20 days in an extended 
care facility, he will pay $5.50 
per day toward the costs of the 
21st through the 100th day. 


If he needs to draw on his 
“lifetime reserve,” the reserve 
account a beneficiary can draw 
upon if he ever needs more 
than 90 days of hospital care in 
the same benefit period, he will 
now pay $22 a day for each 
reserve day used .instead of $20 
per day.

By thus lightening the load, it’s explained, it is not 
necessary to tense the diaphragm and abdominal 
muscles. There consequently is no significant increase in 
pressure within the chest cavity or increase in circulatory 
demand within the heart walls. 

Frequently, AMA says, the problem with 
snow-shoveling is aggravation of an existing heart 
condition. When such a condition exists, breathing cold 


air while under physical strain may cause a spasm of 
small arteries serving the heart. 

This usually can be avoided, AMA advises, by wearing 
a cold weather mask or covering the face with severe 
layers of a knit scarf. This permits warming of inhaled 
air before it reaches the lungs.

EVEN FOR the physically fit, it’s suggested, the 
motto should be: Easy does it. Especially when there is a 
lot of snow and a large area to be cleared, do the job In 
stages, reitins periodically. 

Finally, AMA cautions, falls also are a hazard for the 
snow-shoveldr. Footwear that is not likely to slip on icy 
surfaces, and making sure of firm footing before moving 
snow are important.

Elderly people themselves 
will have an opportunity to 
suggest legislation which could 
help them when the Michigan 
Commission on Aging opens a 
state-wide scries of legislative 
hearings Jan. 10 in Detroit. 

Commission chairman Dr. 
Wilma T. Donahue, co-director 
of the Institute of 
Gerontology: University of 
Michigan - Wayne State 
University, says: “We are 
anxious to hear from older 
people what their problems are 
and what steps the Legislature 
can take to help them.” 

The hearings will be held 
from 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 
and 2 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. in the 
13th-floor auditorium of the 
City-County Building, Two 
Woodward Avenue.

Reevaluating Christmas Tourneys 

And speaking of time, Romulus head basketball coach A1 
Duva is wondering if we would devote some time discussing 
the possibility of enlarging the annual Wayne Holiday 
Basketball Tournament which also was known as the Glenn 
Christmas Tournament from a four to an eight team meet. 

Duva feels that the time is ripe for such a tournament in this 
area. 

"There are plenty of good teams around here," said Duva, 
"and, instead of fans traveling all over the state for a holiday 
tournament, one in this area would solve some problems. I 
know some of the coaches in this area would like to be 
included in such a tourney, so why not expand?" 

Why not? Bill Elliott and Don Domke, athletic directors at 
Wayne Memorial and John Glenn High Schools, held the 
answer. They feel "that expansion is on the way." 

"At the end of each tourney," said Domke who, with 
Elliott, was the impetus behind the inaugural Christmas 
Tourney held in 1967 at Glenn, "we evaluate the situation. 

"When we first started a couple of years ago, most of the 
coaches felt the tourney should remain on a small scale, but 
that appears to be shifting in the favor of expansion. 

"Coaches feel that they are ‘losing a game’ with the present 
four-team tourney," he said. 

Domke explained. He said that under the present high 
school athletic program, a school may play a total of 25 
football and basketball games, with the ratio usually nine 
football to 16 basketball. He went on to say in an eight-game 
tourney when teams would have to play three games to decide 
the championship and the school isn’t charged for the extra 
(championship match) game, so it usually has the benefit of 
one or more game. 

Keeping The Teams Even 

"Basically, I'm for expansion," said Domke. "But there are 
other things which must be considered." 

He let Elliott elaborate. 

"An eight team tourney Is feasible," said Elliott, "but we 
mutt take into consideration the type and caliber of 
competition. We don't want any one team to be a dominant 
power in the tourney. 

"We build the tourney on the philosophy that everyone 
could have a chance of winning the championship and we 
would like to continue with that practice," said Elliott. 

The two holiday tournaments conducted at Wayne and 
Glenn have been successful - financially and fan wise, that 
is. (Belleville won the first and Plymouth claimed the title this 
year leaving the hosts with a holiday trophy.) One of th» 
largest crowds to ever see a basketball game In this area was on 
hand last week to watch the Olenn-Wayne Memorial match in 
the preliminaries. 

This is one of the reasons why coach Duva feels that more 
area teams should be involved. 

"Pans," said Duva, "They're nearby and, .instead of fighting 
their way up-state to see us, they're only 20 minutes away 
from any one of our gyms, 

"And If they need a gym," he added. "They could use 
Romulus High. We could accommodate ail those wishing to see 

the games." 

On, yes, and you guys don't have to worry about "Romulus 
being the dominant force" in the tourney. They've had only
